{oules at all, but that the Uni- 
verſal Spirit neceſſarily ena&ts 
all matter duly prepared for 
lifez which it canno more ſub- 


ſtra& from it, [then the Sun can 


bridle its beames , or diyert its 
light from rend oy a perſpicu- 
ous body tranflucid. 

Theſegwo opinions are main= 
tained either by Epicurcs, ar as 
the Apoſtle calls them z men

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without God in the world: 


the wy of whicli, not oncly | 


our Religion , but the joint- 


conſ{int of the wiſer Heathens 
hath reje&ed. 


The third is that of the Pla- | 


tonicks, who athrm the Earth on 
which we now live, not tv be 
our native ſoile; and the By- 
dies which we weare, to be tet- 
ters of our {lavery, enſtgnes and 
badges of our tranſgrefſion , to 
which our ſoules are confin'd 
for offences committed of old 
againſt their Creatour : That 
being all of- them created by 
God in an <qual and immacu- 
late cſtate,of rare perfe&ion, the 
fountain & firmament of which 
being coaduntion with the will 
of God, they fell to their own 
will,” and by that meanes were 
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caſt out from the preſence of 
God,and contin'd to this world; 
in which, jf under the dire 
School-miſtreſſe of milſeries, in- 
conſtancics, miſchances, morta- 
Iitics,they learncd to retcek that 
Eternal Immoveable, they are 
by the mercy of God reefſimce 
into their 0wn Country, beiug 
unchain«d from the gally of the 
Body. < CO - 
This opinion is maintained 
by Hermes, Plato, Iumblichus, Plo- 
tinus , and by the whole School 
of the myſtical Philoſophy, and 
as ] ouciſe, bel tevel by moſt of 
the ancjent and late Jewes, and 
in our Chriſtian Schools by the 
famous Origen. 
Notwithſtanding , ſome of 
that way do in this differ from 
the generality y That they ſup-

pole all the legion of ſouls were 
not partakers in the tranſgref- 
fion, butare ſome in every Age 
ſent down into undefiled bodics 
by divine diſpenſation,as guar- 
dians, utes and promo- 
tcrs of the captived ſoulcs into 
their ancient inheritance and 
loft frecdome. But that thoſe 
ſoulcs whom the hard apprenti- 
ſhip and ſervitude under things 
mortal, finite, empty, dark, 
could not ſtirre to a defire and 
preparation to things eternal, 
immenſe, and infinite ; thoſe 
arecither winnowed over again 
in hamane bodics , or deſcend 
Into irrationality, and are clo- 
thed with bodies ſuitable to 
their groveling minds,and after 
fall down into plants, till at 
_ laſt they vaniſh into their firſt

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But furely this opinion, not-' 
withſtanding its glorious de- 
duction, and that it hath ſpiric 
and light in it beſecming thoſe 
Heroick wits that brought ic 
torth; yct tous Chriſtians that 
have freed our underſtandings 
dy a voluntary captivity to S2- 
crea Writ, which delivercth to 
us mans firſt creation , his fall, 
and the contagion on his whole 
progenie; Addealto the bodics 
reſurreFion, its union again 
with the ſoule, and everlaſting 
puniſhment in hell-fire for the 
wicked : Thele,] ſay,b-ing con- 
ſidered to be in an exa&t oppo- 
ſition, we will without further 
examination bury it with ho- 
nour , as the bcſt and nobk 
Effay natural man hath attained 


unto,

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The fourth is maintained by 
the preatcſt part of the Divincs 
in Chriſtendome, and is, That 
the ſoule of man, immediately 
upon the complcating of all the 
parts of the bedy, at Icaſt thoſe 
of abſolutenle, 1s creatcd of no- 
thing, and in the inſtant of cre. 
ation infus'd into the body. 

Thefitch,ſecms to be the opi- 
nion of the learned Reſponder, 
yet wichout any impctuous di!- 
approbation of the former; 
with whom many tamons \Wirs 
of this Age do concurre, nor 
doth it want ſome approbation 
from reput:d Antiquity. And 
thus they deliver it: That the 
humane ſoul of the Infant hath 
its original from the Parents 
ſeed.

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no demonſtrable Reaſon hath 
yt decided. At this preſent time 
with the tavour of the Ncble 
Auditors, we ſhall caſt anchor 
upon neither , but in a free dif- 
cutſion ſound each its bottome. 

The grounds they build up- 
on are taken cither trom the \ 
cred Scriptures, or principlcs .- 
of Philoſophy : the latter I thall 
omit.as having clcerly been diſ- 
cuſs'd by the acutcnefſe and 
judgment of the JatcDiſputantsz; 
and for the authoritics taken 
from Sacred writ, I ſhall wcighr 
them in the baJance of theſe two 
{mall Concluſions. 

Firſt, that nothing is cither 
ſo peremptorily or plainly de- 
livercd in Sacred writ, in deter- 
mination of cither opinion,that 
it excludes the queſtion from all 
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{urther debate, or renders the 
favourers of cither opinion He- 
retical or unbelieving. 

Secondly , that all the placcs 
of Scripture ingenuouſly com- 
pared together,give more ſtrong 
evidence and authority to the 
maintainers of the Soules deri- 
. vation from the loines of the 
Parent, then to thoſe that at- 
firm that God is immediately 
aſliſtant to the produRion ot 
every Ind:vidual.

Sparrows : his more caretull pre- 
{dence over the nativitics and 
produttion of men then bcaſts; 
and this nor over thcir ſoul on- 
ly, for which thoſe places are 
urged, but over els backs al- 
ſo; as in the 33. Pſalm, ( it the 
infuſrats will grant us but an c- 
quall latitude with them of in- 
terpreting) | framing ſeverally one 
by one the hearts of them, ] the like 
of w<h expreſſion is not through 
out concerning the Soule : and

All which contiderad,though 
they area ſufficient contutation 
of the laſt recited argument, and 
exempt his birth from the Laws 
of interiour creaturcs: yet to 
make the buſines more per{picu- 
ous, 1 ſhall propoſe thele three 
things. 

Firſt, Though we determine 
that all Souls have a naturall 
production ; yet we may, With- 
out any inconſiſtence, exempt 
the frſt and ſecond Adam : nor 
letany man wonder, that we 
here (lip the cover from Prince 
Arthur's Shicld; ſince Gigantich, 
inſtances are introduced, to 0- 
VEr- 
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ver=rule the ordinary meaſurcs 
and proportions of the propa- 
eation of man-kinde. 
Secondly, We aftirm , that i: 
Souls be proceeds from viſtble 
agents, no valid objeRtion hin- 
ders us from determining the 
original ſolcly from the Fa- 
thers ſced; yer with this con- 
ceſſion , that the: concourſe of 
the woman is of abſolute nccel- 
lity toclicite from man the vital 
ferment, and to ſubſtantiate it. 
into viſible cxiſtence ; which o- 
therwiſe would participate of 
the lot of the three milcarrying 
handtuls of ſecd, mentioncd by, 
cur Saviour, that brought no 
fruit to perfe tion: Adding fur-- 
ther , That the mother is not 
much more afliſtant to the pro- 
dncion of living Souls,then the 
C'2 Frcac 
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great Beldame Tellus (Mid-wit'r 
by the Horns of Aries) is to her 
numerous pregeny of Vegeta- 
tVES. 

Thirdly,For thoſc Bug-bcars 
of Diviibility and Mortality, 
that would haunt the poor 
Soul, if the tather and mothcr 
were joint Parcnts of it; that 
cauſeth to ſound reaſon no 
matter of tear, ſo long as we 
treethem from the power ofany 
natural agent to reduce that 
poſſibility into at, ſubmitting 
it onely to the benigne ſtrength 
of Gods omnipotency. 

Thus farre in favour of Tra- 
duCtion is ſuaficient : One word 
concerning Creation of the 


" Soule : for, when, what a Soule 


is, and what Creation is,is well 
underſtood, The night is paſt, and 
the day will appear.

Here, upan the inſtant of the 
infuſion ot the oyle, the coagu- 
lative ſpirit of Mars and Venw, 

begins

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begins to worke 10 a f{iweet em- 
bracemcnt of each other, and 
marriage into one body; but 
almoſt in the very ſame mo- 
ment, ari{cth another turious 
force impaticnt of this union 
and incorporation , cjea&ing 
doth water and oyle with ſud- 
den violence over the brim of 
the higheſt Cucurbir ; and from 
this conflict ot the conſtriftive 
power with the contrary {pt- 
rit, athird torce arileth, which 
gratcs thoſe hard filings of Iron 
mto 2 {oft and tender Chryſtal; 
and fourchly, tolloweth that 
darke fire without chearing 
light, yet ſenſible by the adven- 
turous hand of him that darcs 

touch the glaſſe. 
Wholoever ſhall curiouſly be- 
hold this combate > may well 
per- 
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ccive the hideous ſtormes of the 
vaſt Ocean, depainted to the 
moſt exa& poſſibility ot ſo ſmall 
an Epitome, and ime]ling thoſe 
rancidfumes diſperſed through- 
out the roome ( ſuch as arc ſaid 
In the Accalypſe to aſcend from 
the bottomleſſe pit) belcht out 
from this whirpoole, 1 belicve 
he ſhall nced no further ilInftra- 
tion of the Poets Tartarws,or the 
Chriſtians Hel! ; having with 
ſome difficulty eſcaped ſtifling, 
with overlooking this ſo well- 


limb'd a Breviate. And to dc- [| 


clare my thoughts plainly, I ac- 
count that part of this great A- 
bytiſe trom whence God ſhall re- 
tire himſelte within his own 
Center,to be truly Hell ; but do 
not believe, that Gra the fall 
of Lucifer it did break forth in- 
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to its helliſh aftuality, but was 
{o becalni'd by the benigne c&t- 
fluence of the al [-preſent D-ity, 
that it greatly farther'd the ma- 
nitcſtation of the cternal God- 
head. 

Fitthlyz Oat of the friendly 
wreſtling of the beams flowing 
trom the Center of the Deity, 
and the propertics of the eter- 
nal Immenſe or Abyſſe , there 
ariieth (let the Reader under- 
ſtand that our expreſſions defig- 


native of a time, muſt be under- 


ſtood from all eternity) a maje- 
ftatich lipht filling all this infinite 


ſpace ; A ſlight reſemblance of 


Which we may perceive in Our- 


fre; which when it hath dige- 
ſted the darknefle of its nouriſh- 
ment ,: triumphs in a radiant 
flame, having wrought throu -

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the clung priſon of dark mat- 
ter, 

This light, or at Icaft 5 vieal 
and chearing raycs breathing a 
{wect gale throuch the CIrCuUiItL 
of the infinite Abyfle, the holy 
Scripture, eſpecially the Apo- 
cryphal book of Sclon:en called 
by the name of 1//i/dorr.c. 

Sixthly; Hence it may truly 
be athrmed, that there was from 
all eternity, is, and {hall be a di- 
vine World,whoſe omnipreſent 
Center 1s the Eternall. Unitv , 
whoſe body and ſoule is the A- 
byſle, and its ſpirit is the divine 
Wiſdome it ſelf, born of Gcd 
the everlaſting Father, and of its 
mother the Abyſſe ; by which 
name I] underſtand not any of 
the Divine Attributes,but a cer- 


taln Eiknce on all parts eterna?, 
| 1 Th of Q) 
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living,intelligent, interior onſy 
in dignity to the eternal Unity, 
from whcnce this divine world 
hathall its ornament and varj- 
ety, and in which as in a glaſſe 
God hath trom all cternity had 
alively and moſt aclightful} pro- 
ſpet of his own lovely vilage, 


and jnconiprehenfible beauty. 


And now I dclure the Auditors 
would attend whither-all theſe 
notions carry them. We have 
hitherto cxplzined the firſt ewo 
Principles only : by the firtt, I 
underſtand the ctcrnall Abyſle; 
by the ſecond,theWiſdome,ſfuch 
as wehave clearly deſcribed. 

From theſe two principles It 
pleaſed the hi; heſt Creator,atter 
infinite revulutions of Eternity) 
to crcateanother world, to wit,

three Regions , like a ncſt of 
ſpheres, whoſe inhabitants were 
Angels, ſevered into three Hie- 
rarchies. The middlc,and tul- 
leſt of Light which is now our 
World, was the habitation of 
Luciter and his Angels; whoſe 
Souls and Bodics, 2s likcwile 
of all other Angels, were from 
the Abyfle ; their Spirit, from 
the fruitfull womb of the Ecr- 
nal Wiſdome, 

This Lucifer, beautifulleſt of 
all the reſt, and who reſembled 
(after whoſe Image, its like, he 
was made ) the Son of God, ' 
with his Legions : contemning 
the Milk of Gods divine Breaſt, 
which was ordained to be the 
food and fupport of his ſpirit; 
by an enormous appetite look- 
ed downward , tor the ſuſte- 
nance 
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nance of his life,to the menſtru- 
ous efflux of the Nurſe and Mo- 
ther of his ewo inferiour Prin- 
ciples , whereby his minde and 
will was choakcd , and his An+» 
gelick wings linrd in unpro- 
portionable mire. By this 
means, the Spirit of Witdome, 
whoſe ſweet rayes before had 
temper'd the bitter corroſtons 
of the foure propertics of the 
Matrix, being ſtifled and extinCt, 
the fore-recited properties of 
the Abyſſe budded forth and 
fouriſhed in their naturall vi- 
gour, by whoſedark and filthy 
fumes thoſe proud —_ bc- 
ing intoxicated, tell then and 
ſtill fall, (bcing in a bottom 
Icfſe) into this following 1re> 
coverable condition.

And here you may ſce the firſt 
originall ofſinne, and Hell-fire ; 
eſpecially thoſe foure Baſes, or 
cotner-ſtones upon which 'tis 
toundcd; Covetouſnes,Pride, Envy, 
and JYrath ; For from theleapor 
ſtate Souls the ſpirit had retired 


to its manſion. God had with- 
| drawn 
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drawn himfclt to his own Cen« 
ter ; the Wiſdomcs ſweet light 
bccalni'd the raging Decp,, or 
propcrtics of the Abyllc , no 
more: and what now remains, 
bit that theſe unhappy bran- 
chcs fall.n from that commu- 
nion with the Divinc ſtock,con- 
tinue in thcir own ſphere, the 
ctecrnal tewel of the fire them- 
{celvcs have kindled. 

And now at laſt, not without 
much toile under the dithcul- 
ty of expreſſing theſe unheard 
of Notions, we are arriv'd at 
a known Land, deſcrib'd of old 
by the Poets, to wit, the Chaos ;

ſtory : really, no figment , bur

For the Eternal Father ,- un-

And fhrft ot all , He digeſted 
thoſe particles or atoms ot craſs 
matter ( congealcd by the con- 
ſtringing torce of the Abyſſc) 
into one body, or (it we may 
{pcak with the Copernicans ) into 
(cyerall opake ſpheres, ſepara- 
Ling them trom thefluid matter: 
and this is called in Scripture, 
the Creztion of Heaven & Earth. 
Then procecding , he gathered 
the darknefle which was di{perit 
through the whole Luciterizn 
region , together with its Au- 
thor, into a narrow compaſlle, 
framing thercot a ſtiffe dungeon 
tor a receptacle of their all- 
comprehending Pride. And this 
in Scriptnre is called the Cre- 
ation of Light, and the work of 


the firſt day. And this was the 
fuſt 
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tiſt victory over Lucifer. 

It would take up tov much 
time to recite all the degrees of 
conqueſt : but it is molt cleare 
by the ſexics of divin« tory, that 
the holy Spirit of Gud deliſted 
not from his conflict with this 
Chaos, before it had perkefted an 
abſolute victory , and overcome 
all the enflamcd dark matter 
captivating it'to ſome pcculiar 
uſe ſubſervient to the neceſſities 
or ornament of this world, the 
temple and habitation of man- 
kind. Yo | 
" And it is' worthy our obſer- 
vation, that God, after the per- 
fetion ofevery dayes work, did 
with the whole Quire of Angcls 
ſing atriurmphant ſong over the 
fpoils of repulſed Hell; of which 


himſelfe bearcs witncſſe in the 
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bouk of Job. Andit is probable 
that the Seventh day being the 
utter ſubduing of the Luciteriau 
m__ » rendred that day a 

y of ſongs and jubilation to 
all created beings. And although 
what Iam about to ſay , will be 
received with derijionz yet 1 
ſhall ntter my thoughts with 
treedome, to wit, That the 1 48, 
Pſalm, and'the 104. were in the 
ſeventh day, that great day of 
triumph, (and perhaps in all 
ſucceeding Sabbaths ) carol'd 
out by the Angels, and after- 
wards diQtated to the holy Pro- 
phets, that Gods will might be 
donevn carth, as it 15 in heaven. 
But ifthe naming of 1ſrael, and 
other expreſſions of the like na- 
rare in thefe Pſalms, ſhould be 


to any man an occaſion of = 
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diſreliſh of this opinion; Ler 
that man know, that there was 
an T\rael in Heaven, before Facob 
was borne; and a Tabernacle , 
from whence Moſes-his was co- 
pied ont : And who-ſo reads 
the Song of the Angels at our 
Saviour Chriſts birth, and com- 
pares ic with DavidsPſalms, he 
will judge them both compoſed 
for one Quire, and fent down 
from thence tobe learnt by thoſe 
holy ſouls which ſhalbethoughe 
worthy to affiſt that Muſick. 

But this is but a Notion en paſ- 
ant : T return to the matter in hand 

You had before a delineation 
of the two firſt Principles: and 
now out of what hath been laſt 
delivered , you may frame to 
your ſelves a definition of the 
thirdPrindple.

Theſe things premiſcd, and 
well weighed , it will nor be 
difficult to determine either 
of the Creation or Tradufttion
